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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-24 and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicants' employment of the terminology "sol-gel like" is confusing as to intent. 
Although applicants' recite a discussion of "sol-gel like" in the supporting disclosure, this 
recitation does not set forth definition of the term "sol-gel like" in a manner that it can be 
determined what materials other than and/or beyond "sol-gel" materials are 
encompassed by the terminology "sol-gel like". 

Claims 26-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicants set forth percentage by weight values but do not set forth what these 
percentage by weight values are based upon. Accordingly, the claims are confusing as 
to intent. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: . 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 4-17,20-36, and 39-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kawakami et al. (6,364,953). 

Kawakami et al. disclose preparations of crosslinked silica aerogels, prepared by 
forming a sol-gel material combined with gellation initiator, solvent to form a wet-gel film 
followed by drying through supercritical and sub-critical drying processes, which read on 
the products and processes of applicants' claims (see column 7 lines 39-44, column 15 
line 3 - column 20 line 40, and example 1 , as well as, the entire document). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 2,3,18,19,37, and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kawakami et al. as applied to claims 1, 4-17,20-36, and 39-64 above, 
and further in view of Barsotti et al. (6,428,898). 

Kawakami et al. differs from applicants' claims in that isocyanate crosslinking is 
not required. However, Barsotti et al. discloses use of isocyanate and other 
crosslinkers in the reactions with silicon/hydroxyl components for the purpose of 
imparting their crosslinking effect. Accordingly, it would have been obvious for one 
having ordinary skill in the art to have employed the crosslinkers of Barsotti et al. as 
crosslinking agents in the preparations of Kawakami et al. for the purpose of imparting 
their crosslinking effect in the preparations prepared in order to arrive at the products 
processes of applicants' claims with the expectation of success in the absence of a 
showing of new or unexpected results. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hashida et al. is cited for its disclosure of relevant materials in
